HAT I may not detain you long 
from your literary amuſements, 
fill leſs from your more important in- 
veſtigations after Truth, by a tedious 
and impertinent circumlocution, Or 
betray a ſelfiſh inclination to prejudice 
your minds, thro' an inſidious Preface, 
in favour of a ſmall work, which I 
have done myſelf the honour (yet in 
the very ** ſpirit of meekneſs”) of ſub- 
mitting to your peruſal and cenſures, 
it becomes me to be conciſe in ex- 
plaining the motives which have in- 
duced and encouraged me to offer my 
© mite” of contribution, for the infor- 
mation of the common people, and ſoli- 
Citing, in their behalf, your attention 
to, and acceptance of it. 
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The firſt and immediate motive by 
which I was influenced, was a ſincere 
deſire of executing ſome inferior, and 
minute part of that comprehenſive du- 
ty, which, * tho? leſs than the leaſt of 
uſeful men,” it ought to be my private 
care, as it is my earneſt wiſh, to diſ- 
charge. 


My motive for dedicating this Key 
to the Pſalms to You, is becauſe the 
common people are, almoſt without 
exception, totally ignorant of them, 


Becauſe, I am well convinced, that 
the Parochial Clergy in general (I am 
tempted to ſay reſident Curates in parti- 
cular) will be ever happy to explain 
to him that aſketh, any and ſuch paſſages 
at leaſt in the Pfalms, which being 
above a common underſtanding, per- 
plex, of courſe, their unlettered pa- 
riſhioners. 


Becauſe, (in a word) I ſincerely be- 
lieve my Brethren will ſeize and adopt, 
with an animated and diſintereſted avi- 
dity, any inſtrument which may ap- 
pear formed, and calculated for the 
expediting

expediting uſeful knowledge, and the 
improving, in a degree, the ſucceſs 
of our common cauſe, 


As the book itſelf will explain and 
inſtance my particular meaning and 
aim, permit me fimply to ſay, that tho 
it be contrary to my intention, as it 
is infinitely above my abilities, to at- 
tempt a critical illuſtration, or conjec- 
tural expoſition of the Pſalms; yet, 
that I have endeavoured to explain, 
vulgarly and familiarly, what appears 
at firſt, unintelligible in itſelf; and, 
above all, to give to the loweſt com- 
prehenſion ſome idea of the matter 
(whatever it be) in queſtion; Where 
I ſuſpect a wrong idea may be enter- 
tained, I have annexed one nearly pro- 
per, advancing, in aſſiſtance, a word 
fomewhat ſynonimous :—I have more 
particularly endeavoured to arreſt the 
attention, (which may perchance have 
wandered over a pregnant word or par- 
ticular ſentence) to its formal meaning 
and pointed alluſion,

cordingly noticed it, &c, progreſlively

Will this plan, even if carefully exe- 
cuted, be of immediate uſe? I ſubmit 
myſelf candidly, and with humility, 
to the cenſures of my Brethren, and 
will not preſume to anſwer it with my 
own opinion, unſanctioned and unpro- 


tected. 


Should, however, your deciſions 
coincide with thoſe of my friends, 
and this little work be thought worthy 
your patronage, it will be my determi- 
nation (under favour of certain circum- 
ſtances) fo to print this book, and re- 
duce it to ſuch a price, that the public 
in general, and the lower people in par- 
ticular, may, at the vileſt expence, be 
amply and liberally accommodated. 


Should I not be ſo happy as to be fa- 
voured with your approbation, nor be 
thought entitled to ſome ſmall notice, 
I ſhall only add, that the liberal inten- 
tion which animated me thro' this
